Responses from readers 
included the following: 

"If President Carter 
wants us to go broke in the 
cattle business, this seems a 
good way lo do it. The idea 
is very detrimental to us. 
Since Carter is our uational 
leader, the meal will have 
an effect and not a good one. 
We are very disappointed 
that Carter would do this. 
Being n fanner himself we 
thought lie would help us in 
our problems. Since we 
don't have a union that 


helps us to get fair prices, 
we need his help."—Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard Shea, 
Delta, Colo. 

"The meal was a poor 
choice that is hardly to be 
considered ‘ideal’ by any 
significant segment of 
Americans. Carter can’t 
avoid its endorsement by 
passing the buck. The meal 
will probably have consi¬ 
derable effect, even if only 
by the avid ‘teeny-bopper 
type' of idolizing Carter 
followers. Its an irresponsi¬ 


ble discrimination against 
ALL meats and a clear 
example of his and his ad¬ 
ministration's complete fai¬ 
lure to grasp the main and 
relevant points of a very 
important matter. Were the 
casserole nuts peanuts?" —

Farmers warned not to 
rely on natural gas 


U,S. Congressman Tom 
ifnrkin (IMowu) has warned 
farmers not to ho "lulled 
into routined reliance on 
Natural gas," by President 
Carter’s exemption of 
formers from a proposed tax 
on Industrial use of oil and 
natural gas. 

Hark in, who supports the 
exemption, said, "Farmers 
should remember two 
things. First, the price of 
natural gas is going up, way 
up. Secondly, we're even¬ 
tually going to be facing 
very limited supplies, if we 
don't run out altogether. 
Farmers must look for 
alternatives," he said. 

Harkin said the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
is launching a search for 
new ways to make nitrogen 
fertilizer without using 
nnliiritlgas. He nlso said an 
intensive effort is planned 
to adapt solar energy tech¬ 
nologies to grain drying. 


"Once successful, these 
efforts will go a long way in 
easing farm reliance on 
natural gas," Harking said. 

"In the meantime, farm¬ 
ers must do all they can, 
voluntarily, to lessen Lheir 
reliance on natural gas," 
Harking said. "Even 
though they're exempt from 
the President’s proposed 
tax, they should still cut 
back and switch to alterna¬ 
tive sources of energy 
where ever practical. We 
simply can't depend on 
natural gns for the long 
term," Harkin said. 

He said he expects the 
same lax incentives being 
proposed for residential and 
industrial users to install 
solar energy units to be 
offered to farm users, as 
well, by Congress. He 
urged farmers lo use the 
incentives to apply solar 
technologies to farming 
operations.
